the Straits: Settlements isan event. of his 
torical importauce, In Hongkong wo have 
the Triad Society, which is ‘generally be- 
lieved: to promote crime . by protecting 
, criminals, “its membership being largely 
composed of this class; but its political in- 
fluence is almost nil, The Secret Societies 
in the Straita wore vastly-more important 
institutions, and the influence they éxercisod 
on the Chinése community, the most con- 
siderable “section of the population in tho 
Southern Colony, vas almost greater than 
that of the Government iteelf. If they
